NEW YORK (UP) — Federal

Then, as a patent bid for the 
pension vote, the administration 
will submit resolutions memoraliz- 
ing congress to inaugurate a pen- 
sion of $60 per month for all needy 
persons over 60. If that scheme 
were approved, doubtless the next 
move would be for $80 a month for 
everybody over 40, or some similar 
economic absurdity, for recent ev- 
ents have indicated all too plainly:

ment bounty are invariably greedy 
for more — with little thought or 
care for those who must foot the 
bill. 

Men in public life in California 
have a responsibility to all the 
people of California—a responsibil- 
ity which includes the welfare of 
producers and workers, who sup- 
port the whole governmental frame- 
work, as well as the welfare of the 
aged, the unemployed and unem- 
ployables. 

And they need to ask themselves, 
before it is too late: 

“What earthly good is a Good 
Samaritan with an empty pocket- 
book?” 

California already pays the high- 
est old age pension in the United 
States. And it recently spoke out in 
unmistakable language against im- 
practical and uneconomic pension 
proposals which would bankrupt the 
state and its industries by rejecting 
the Ham and Eggs pension plan by 
nearly a million majority. 

If that mandate of the people is 
not enough to put an end to any 
further pfunge into squandermania, 
CaliforniAé public officials might well 
take a I§ok at Colorado’s current fi- 
nanciaJfdifficulties—and profit from 
Colorago’s sorry example. 

Thef/State of Colorado, some years 
ago, fdopted an old age pension law 
calljhg for $45 a month for persons 
ovér 60. It might be kept in mind 
Mat this is the same eligibility age 
now proposed in California. 

A few weeks ago, as one of the 
most recent developments in its at- 
tempt to avoid bankruptcy, Denver 
adopted the highest property tax 
rate in history and enacted three 
additional nuisance taxes, The prop- 
erty tax rate has now reached $18.70 
on each $1000 of assessed valuation. 
Each automobile wheel is to bear 
a tax during 1940 of 50 cents, or a 
minimum of $2 per car; installment 
plan business houses are to be tax- 
ed $50 a quarter: packages of cig- 
arettes and tobacco will be taxed an 
additional cent (a.similar tax has 
been proposed during recent weeks 
in California ang virtually every tax 
has now been applied in Colorado 
that man has been able to devise. 

Desperate State officials in Colo- 
rado, compelled by law to attempt 
to pay $45 per month to everybody 
over 60, finally have resorted to 
grabbing public school funds, with 
the result that its children are be- 
ing denied decent educational ad- 
vantages. And its hospitals, insane 
asylums and other public institu- 
tions are now threatened with dras- 
tic curtailment unless some new 
means can be found of gouging the 
money from taxpayers who are al 
ready faced with tax-confiscation o 
their homes and properties.
